Shovel-Tusked Elephants 

Used Big Jaws as Dredge 

Nature never made any real in# 
chanlcal steamshovels except Indirect 
ly through her agent, man, but 20.000,# 
000 years ago, before the Gobi desert 
ha<l reached its present barrenness and 
before man had put In his appearance 
on earth, she had a creation far more 
remarkable. It was an animated 
dredge—a great elephant whoee tusks 
had taken the form of shovels extend¬ 
ing from a scoop-like lower Jaw. These 
mastodons dredged the muddy bottoms 
of prehistoric swamps for water lilies 
and other swamp growths which 
formed their food. It has been sev¬ 
eral years since their fossils were first 
discovered In the Gobi desert, but In¬ 
terest has reverted to them through 
the discovery and Identification of 
plant fossils which prove that swamps 
existed In the Gobi during their time— 
a fact previously doubted and which 
doubt raised a question as to these 
animals* food and the purpose of their 
shovel tusks. This doubt, however, Is 
now cleared. Other discoveries have 
shown that these long-extinct elephants 
also lived in America and dredged the 
swamps of California. Nebraska, and 
Kansas.—Pathfinder Magazine. 


Spider* and Start 

Spiders' webs have many uses. With¬ 
out them astronomers would find it 
harder to make accurate observations. 
The eye pieces of their telescopes are 
marked into sections by very fine lines, 
which are really pieces of web held la 
place by spots of varnish. Webs art 
used because it Is impossible to have 
finer us well ns equally distinct lines 
by any other method. There are other 
uses, too, for webs. An Instrument 
maker In York employs a man specially 
to collect spiders and webs. Only a 
special kind of spider is caught, th# 
"eporira Urademata,” which Is usually 
found on gorse bushes and bus a cross 
on its back. The spiders are made to 
wind their webs on special forks, each 
Insect winding about 40 feet before 
the supply gives out. These webs urs 
used In the manufacture of the most 
delicate types of scientific instruments.

IN THE opinion of the lawyers’ cot

I mlttee of the American Liberty 
league, the Guffey coal act is uncon* j 
Ktitutional. Although this law, intended 
to stabilize the soft coal Industry, bus 
been upheld completely by one federal 
Judge and partly !*• another, the com¬ 
mittee said It violated the Constitu* I 
tlon In rhut It:

The farm program, the President 
said, nim»*d to “stop the rule of tooth 
and claw that threw farmers Into bank¬ 
ruptcy or turned them Into serfs.” As 
evidence that It Is succeeding, he as¬ 
serted that farm Income “has increased 
nearly *3.000.000.000 In the past two 
and a half years.” 

Necessarily Mr. Roosevelt defended 
the new Canadian trade treaty because 
only two days before that pact had 
been bitterly attacked by his late trade 
adviser. George N. Peek. 

“Just as I am confident," said the 
President, “that the great masses of 
city people are fair-minded, so I inn 
sure that the great majority of Ameri¬ 
can farmers will be fair in their Judg¬ 
ment of the new treaty. 

“If the calamity howlers should 
hap(K>n to he right, you have every as 
surance that Canada and the United 
States will Join In correcting Inequali¬ 
ties. but I do not believe for a single 
moment thnt the calamity howlers are 
right. 

“We export more agricultural prod 
ucts to Canada than we have Imported 
from her. 

“We shall continue to do so. for the 
very simple reason that the United 
States, with Its larger area of agricul¬ 
tural land. Its more varied climate and 
Its vastly greater population, produces 
far more of most agricultural products. 
Including annual products, vegetables 
and fruit, (ban does Canada. 

“In the case of the few reductions 
that have been made, quota limitations 
are set on the amount that may be 
brought in ut the lower rates.” 

In bis analysis of the Canadian 
agreement. Peek showed thnt 84 per 
cent of the tariff coneesslous which 
the New Dealers granted to Canada 
were on agricultural and forestry prod¬ 
ucts. He also showed that the articles 
<»n which the New Dealers granted tar¬ 
iff reductions amounted to 30$ million 
dollars in IP21*. whereas Canada In re¬ 
turn huil granted concessions on arti¬ 
cles valued at only 24* million dollars. 

After completing his speech and eut- 
iug luncheon with a lot of local nota¬ 
bles. the President went to South Bend, 
lnd., where lie received an honorary 
degree from Notre Dume university 
und delivered another address.
